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I muſt beg leave to add, that tho 1 dont 
not great Services will accrue from the inter 


= nal Uſe of the Nightſhade, yet, like other Medi- | 


eines of much Efficacy, it will be productive of 
ſome Inconveniencies, and liable to many Diſ- 
advantages. It will probably be employed too 
promifcuouſly, either where there is no Indi- 
cation to direct its Uſe, or whete it is abſolute- 
9 ly improper. It wilt ſometimes diſagree where 
the Uſe of it ſeems reaſonable, and in other 
Inſtances it will prove ineffectual, not merely 
' 8 it fails to cure, but even in its common Ope- 
rations; Circumſtances to which all Medicines 
are liable from the Peculiarity of different Con- 
ſttitutions, or even from 4 temporary Difference 

in the ſame Conſtitution. It muſt be expected 
chat the Medicine will be given by ſome, not 
only in Caſes that are improper, but at unfit 
Times of the Diſeaſe, or in improper Doſes, 
where it might otherwiſe be ſerviceable; 
and that it will ſometimes be mixed with 
Medicines which may interrupt its Operation, 
while in many Inſtances it may be rendered 
much leſs effectual for Want of being afſiſted 
by ether Things. Theſe however are ſuch 
Diſadvantages as eyery Medicine of much Effi- 
cacy is ſubject to, and therefore I would

Soon after I had be- 
gun to give it, with great Care and Caution, to 
three or four Patients, it was diſcover'd to be 
the Species of Nightſhade called Garden 


=> Nightſhade, and not that which is diſtinguiſh- - 


ed by the Namie of Deadly, and which is the 


Sort recommended in the Memoir. abovemen- 
tion d. Finding howeyer very remarkable Ef- 


fects from the former, and not being then 


able to procure any of the other Kind, I pur- 
ſued my Experiments with the Garden Night- 
ſhade. The Caſes in which I firſt try d the Ope- 


ration of this Plant, beſides the two cancerous 
Caſes hereafter to be related, were foul or pain= 


ful Ulcers, obſtinate Pains in particular Parts of 
the Body, ſcorbutic-Eruptians, and other com- 


mon Diſorders : But as theſe were ſeldom at- 


tended with any very particular Malignity, 
when 1 ſay, that upon taking the Infuſion the 
Plcers healed, the Pains ceaſed, and other 
Complaints were removed; 1 -ought likewiſe 
to acknowledge, that the ſame Purpoſes might 
poſſibly have been anſwer'd by other Medi- 
eines, tho' in ſeveral Inſtances. this ſucceeded 
where the pen Meant had failed. 


| By theſe dt Experiments 8 bet-

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the Medicine, and with the proper Manner of 


giving it. I found from repeated Trials, made 
with great Caution and Safety to the Patient, 
that fo ſmall a Quantity as one Grain weight of 
the Leaf, infuſed in about an Ounce of boiling 


Water, and the Liquor aſterwards ſtrained from 


the Leaf and taken at Bedtime, would ſome- 


times have a very conſiderable Effect; but that 


two or three Grains ſeldom failed either to vo- 
mit, ſweat, or purge the Patient moderately, or 
to increaſe the Quantity of Urine. It ſometimes 


occaſions a Headach, Giddineſs, and, probably 


| in confequence of theſe, a Dimneſs; Symptoms : 


which are not conſtantly to be expected, and 


when they happen they generally ceaſe or abate _ 


after the firſt or ſecond Doſe: A Prowfineſs or 


Diſpoſition to ſleep, particularly upon the firſt 


Uſe of the Nightſhade,is another Circuraſtance - 


which not unuſuallyhappens. In other reſpects, : 
the moſt common Effects that] have obſerv'd to 


| enſue upon taking this Medicine were a Heat or 
Warmth diffuſed in a few Hours over the Bo- 


dy, a plentiful Sweat ſucceeding this Heat, and a 
gentle Purging the next Day: If a Sweat did not | 
break out, an extraordinary Diſcharge of Urine 
was the Conſequence, and ſometimes followed --

She came there 
about five Months ago with a very large and 
bad- looking Sore on her Left-Breaſt, with cal- 
tous Edges ſurrounding the Ulcer, and Hard- 
neſſes in other Parts. This Complaint began 
above a Year before with a ſmall hard Knot, 
which increafing, broke into a Sore, and for 
ſome Months had gradually ſpread broader and 
corroded deeper. She began to take the Infuſion 
of Garden Nightſhade, afteraDoſe or twoof pur- 


ging Phyfic, and in leſs than three Months, uſing 
only common Applications to the Part, the Sore 
was reduced to a very inconſiderable Size, 


without any remaining Hardneſſes at the Edges 
of it, and had the Appearance of healing in a 
Week or ten Days. The Hardneſſes about the 
| Breaſt were likewiſe diminiſhed. In this Situa- 
tion, ſhe was attack'd with feveriſh Complaints, 
alight Difficulty of breathing, and an inflam- 
matory Swelling on her Left- hand.

Mrs. Dowaing, at Mr. Laight's, in Mars 
ket-ſtreet, St. James's Market, four Years ago, 
felt, without any preceding Accident, a Knot 
about the Bigneſs of a Pea in her Left Breaſt, 
which was looſe and not painful.

Days. It is poſſible that ſuch Accidents 
may happen, as we ſee they ſometimes oc- 
cur in the Uſe of other ſtrong Medicines, 


and as ive find by ſeveral of the Symptoms, 


eſpecially where the Deadly Nightſhade is 


given, that this Medicine acts very -pow- 
 erfully upon the Nerves of ſome People.

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He was directed to take the Infuſion of 
Garden Nightſhade, which he generally re- 
peated every ſecond or third Night. One | 
Grain of the Leaf had no Effect, but two 
Grains ſweated him moderately, purged him 


twice, and occaſioned him to diſcharge near 
a Gallon of Water the Days after he took 
the Nightſhade, and a conſiderable Quan- 


tity in the .intermediate Days. His Symp- 
toms ſoon abated; and in about a Month 
after his Admiſſion, thinking himſelf quite 
well, though there was then a greater Full- 


neſs of his Belly than was natural, and being 
defirous of purſuing his Buſineſs, which was 


that of a Porter at a diſtant Part of the Ci- 
ty, he was Jiſcharged from the Hoſpital at 


his own Requeſt. He came twice after- 
wards for ſome of the Infuſion, which he 


took at home. I heard nothing of him 


fince till a few Days ago, when he was ad- 


mitted into the Hoſpital for a Feyer. The 


Reaſon he gives for not coming to the Hoſ- 


s pital before was, that he found himſelf quite 
free from his former Complaints, and had 


made water very freely ever ſince.

David Jones, a Soldier i in ths firſt Regi- 


ment of Guards, had been troubled ſome 


time with anafarcous Swellings attended 


He had 
made. but little Water for ſome time paſt, 
and at laſt became ſo bloated and ſwelled, 
that being incapable of doing his Duty he 
was put into the Regimental Hoſpital in Petty 


France. Aftet other means had proved inef- 
feQual for three Weeks, the Garden Night- 


ſhade was given. He took ſeven Doſes of it. 
The firſt, a Grain of the Leaf infuſed; occa- 
fioned an agreeable Heat all over the Body, 
which was ſucceeded by a profuſe Sweat, a 


great diſcharge of Urine, and watry Stools. 


His Breath was a little relieved the next Day. 


At Night he repeated the Doſe, ſlept well, 


ſweated conſiderably and diſcharged a great 


quantity of Water.

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Swelling in general was much abated_ 
The fourth Night be took two 'Graink, 
and the fifth Night four r 
which operated but ſlightly; and there- 
fore on the fixth ' Night he took fix 
Grains, which produced à very plentiful 
Sweat and a great diſcharge of Urine. As 
the Medicine did not occaſion any trouble- 
ſome Symptoms, he was directed on the 
ſeventh Night to take eight Grains. This 
laſt Doſe operated very plentifully by Sweat 
8 and Urine. He kept open all the time, 
but the Medicine never purged him except 
when he had the watry Stools after the firſt: 
Doſe. He. was fo little weakened by theſe . 
Evacuations, that he generally came down 
Stairs with the other Men to be examined. 
le was diſcharged from the Hoſpital ten 
Days afterwards quite cured, and has ſince 
been een hearty and well.
